J. William Fulbright, D-Ark.,

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Cottrell Has 
Plan for Vote 
Registration 


By JOHN R. STARR 


LITTLE ROCK (AP)—Pulaski 


County Rep. J. H. Cottrell Jr. 
submitted today for considera- 
tion of the Legislative Council 
a proposed voter registration 
bill which would require re-re- 
gistration each year. 


Cottrell's 
is t h e first of 


several bills expected to be pre- 
sented to the .council during a 
hearing on voter registration 
which starts Monday. The coun- 
cil will try to write a bill for 
consideration by a forthcoming 
special legislative session. 


The Cottrell bill does not have 


a literacy requirement or a re- 
quirement that the registrant 
state his party affiliation. 


But it does provide for regis- 


tration for the voter by his or 
her 
husband, 
wife, 
mother, 


father, brother, sister, son or 
daughter. 


Arguments over party affilia- 


tion, registration by relatives 
and literacy tied up voter legis- 
lation during the 1963 regular 
session. Failure to pass such a 
bill in that session necessitated 
a special session when adoption 
of the 24th amendment to the 
U. S. Constitution outlawed the 
poll tax registration system Ar- 
kansas has used for 40 years. 


Cottrell's bill would put re- 


gistration under direct author- 
ity of county assessors and the 
state auditor would be the rec- 
ords keeper as he is under the 
poll tax system. 


Registration would qualify the 


voter both for primary and gen- 
eral elections and would cover 
all offices. 


There has been some talk of 


keeping the poll tax for state 
elections, which Amendment 24 
did not cover. 


Cottrell's bill has special pro- 


visions for getting the registra- 
tion system into effect this year. 
But the regular 
registration 


period would be between Jan. 1 
and April 10 each year. 


The assessors would give the 


county clerk a list of registered 
voters by May 20 each year and 
the clerk would prepare a voting 
book by May 31.
